The Postoffice 


How about the postofflce? "Well the 


government moves a little slowly, but 
I presume that it will be commenced 
shortly. 
As I was interested in the 


lot which the government selected near 
the Virginia street bridge, I have felt 
it would be indelicate for me to urge 
it, but I understand the title has been 
passed by the district attorney and 
the deed has been sent to the attor- 
ney-general acting for the treasury 
department, which makes 
the pur- 


chase. 


"As there has been much scandal in 


the newspapers regarding the interest 
of congressmen lin ; transactions with 
the government, particularly In the 
case of Congressman Littauer of New 
Toik, whom I regard as a man of hon- 
or, but who has been unfortunately 
involved in a technical violation of the 
law, involving no moral delinquency, 
I have thought it advisable to be ex- 
ceedingly caieful. 
So I wrote to the 


attoiney-gcneral, stating that I was 
intfipsted as a stockholder in the coi - 
/ 


poiatlon which owned the lot selected 
arid ilf this constituted any legal ob- 
struction now would be the time to 
stop the consummation of the tran- 
saction. 
The attorney-geneial replied 


that In his judgment the law regard- 
Ing tiansactions with the government, 
In which rongiessmen were interested 
did not apply to this case and he saw 
no reason \vhy my linterest ns a stock- 
holder should in event the government 
fiom making a desirable purchase. 


"This was about six weeks ago and 


I have heard nothing furthet. 
I pre- 


sume the ttansaction will be closed, 
as it is clearly to the inteiest of the 
government, the consideration, $9000, 
is less than half of what the property 
is now worth." 


The Irrigation Law 


Have you observed that the contiacts 


have been let for the.Truckee-Carsoi< 
irrigation project? 


"Yes, it has'been very gratifying 


that Nevada is the fla-st beneficiary of 
the irrigation ,act. 
The contracts let 


amount to about a million dollars, and 
th« work is being pushed with great 
thoroughness and energy. I hope'that 
before long similar work will be inau- 
gurated 
upon the 
Humboldt 
and. 


Walker and upper Carson riveis. 
I 


wish to say that I am assured by the' 
secretary of the intenior and director 
oj the geological survey and by Mr. 
Taylor, who is in charge of the Ne- 
vada work, that these irrigation enter- 
prises will be conducted on business 
principles, absolutely divorced from 
politics, and I have no doubt that this 
assurance will be carried out to the 
letter. 
It is the only safe course to 


pursue, for If the irrigation -work be- 
comes a political machine, yielding to 
the influence of senatoi this or con- 
gressman that, it will speedily break 
down and wreck the reputation of ev- i 
eryone connected with it. 
I desire 


to make this public statement regard* 


/ ing this, as many well meaning friends 


desiring employment in the work are 
writing to me to use my influence in 
their behalf. Whilst I would be glad 
to advance their wishes I must de- i 
cline to "do this, as I am In hearty 
sympathy with the policy of the inter- i 
ior department in making this work a ' 
matter of strict business. 


Entry of Lands 


"I haVe received many inquiries, re- 


garding the entry of government lands . 
in Churchill county, adjacent to,-.the 
contemplated irrigation, works. "The 
entry of these lands though not entire- ; 
ly withdrawn has.been discouraged by 
• the government until such time as^the ] 


work is well under way and the irrl- 


ation of homes by home-seekers and 
compels actual residence under th«. 
Homestead act for five years, before i 
title can be secured. It is not prob._ 
able that the cost of the lands with 
water right will exceed $15 per acre, 
and this can be paid for in ten equas 
annual installments. Under the irri- 
gation act the road of the homeseek- 
ers will be an easy one, but of the 
speculator a hard one. 
Hundreds of 


men will be employed on the works by 
the contractors, who will 
doubtless 


seek 
to'' make entries 
and- secure 


homes. 
Bight hours constitutes 
a 


day's labor under the irrigation acv 
and I have no doubt that work will be 
sought by homeseekers who can tnus 
earn the money needed for the pay- 
ment of the land entered by tnem. 


State Legislation 


Mr. Newlands 
in reply to many 


questions concerning the action of the 
recent legislature, 
regarding irriga- 


tion, taxation, etc., said: "I have read 
over the acts of the last legislature 
contained in the book of published 
statutes, ^ which was sent to me 
at 


Washington. I do not think that an;, 
legislature-, in the histoty of the state, 
has passed so beneficial a lot of laws, 
as those contained in this book. 


"The 'irrigation law providing foi 


the appointment of a state engineer 
and for the co-operation of the state 
with the federal authorities in the 
matter of irrigation, is regarded as 
the best state law passed on the sub- 
ject, and was spoken of by President 
Roosevelt on his visit here as a model 
of state legislation. 


"Professor Chandler, of our univer- 


sity, has been appointed state engi- 
neer by Governor Sparks and the work 
of co-operation between the federal 
and state authorities is now going on 


Taxation 


"The law on taxation which pro- 


vides for a giadual reduction in the 
tax rate of counties and towns run- 
ning through a series of years will 
eventually compei a general equaliza- 
tion of assessments and a i eduction 
of the town tax i ate to fifty cents on 
the one hundred dollars, and the state 
and county taxes, respectively, to the 
same amount. 
Thus resulting even- 


tually in a tax rate throughout the 
enliie state of $1 on the hundred for 
state and county tax, and $1.50 on the 
hundred for state, county and town 
or city rate. 
All this" will insuie the 


moie rapid settlement of the state as 
well as the promotion of lailroads and 
other enteipilses which have hei eto- 
fore been discouraged by excessive tax 
rates. 
I think also that the state 


board of assessors will prove a, very 
efficient bodv. 
The idea of bringiing 


the assessois of the various counties 
together for deliberation was a good 
one. Whilst there Kas been some fric- 
tion insepaiable from the execution of 
a new law, I think it will be found 
to work beneficially.
